This mystified the com- 
mission, as it was supposed the raiJroads had 
asked ati increase in rates for definite rea- 
sons already in hand, and it is only: these 
reasons the commission desires the railroads 
to submit, Apparentiy the roads have seen 
the point and decided they are ready after all. 


To Delve Into Railroad Bookkeeping.
